When Loois Zl., King of France, had only a few more days to live, he 
was suddenly seUed with inexpressible terror. Hone of his courtiers dared to 
pronounce in his presence the fearful yet continually recurring word “death." 
He himself made a painful eSort to assume a forced cheerfulness in his dull 
glance, as if he could keep death at a distance by not heeding its approach. He 
concealed the pallor of his face with “rouge," took care not to totter as he 
walked, and said to .His physician: “Just see, I never felt better in my life." 

So it is with our capitalistic society. It feels the approach of death, and 
denies its own weakness. Surrounded by deceitful riches, and all the vain pomp 
of a vanishing power, it boasts of its strength in the midst of its unrest anf 
anguish. The privileged class of modem civilisation is like the Spartan boy 
who smiled while he kept concealed under bis robe a stolen fox which tore his 
vitals. They also show a smiling face and EXERT THEMSELVES to be 
happy. But an anxious unrest is in their hearta 

If the suSering poor knock over so softly and shyly at their doors, the 
capitalist class thinks with dread of that which it does not see. If the needy 
people ever so timidly withdraw from the scene of their glittering pleasures of 
the rich, the capitalist class tiembles at that which it conjectures or guessea 
Even if the people do not stir, the wealthy still thinks with fear of the com¬ 
ing hour.' If no mmor of a great strike is tfloat, the millionaires and billion¬ 
aires look anxiously for conspirators and “anarchists" skulking in the dark. 
The demi-gods of Wall Street send hundreds of thousands of dollars yearly to 
the police chiefs of New York, Chiesgo, Pstterson, etc., who rub their hands 
for joy over the BAD CONSCIENCES of our capltalista 

Under such circumstances we ask: What sensible ani honest man has any 
reason for upholding such a social system as we have today! 

Not one, surely, not one. 

I willingly sdmit that the suiferlngs caused by an incomplete civilisation 
are felt in difierent ways by dlfierent parts of society,—the sufferings of the 
poor are difierent from the sufferings of the rich. But they all suffer. 

The far larger part of. the people—that part —hlch bears the heaviest 
burden of physlcsl and mental labor—^without exception is sunk today into 
hopeless perdition.. .They are doomed to a scanty living from hand to mouth, 
and to be continually barrassed by suffering, poverty and ignorance.. They are 
poorly fed, poorly clothed, and poorly housed. And what is far worse: They 
are also condemned to exist under such uncertain conditio-s that any trivial 
circumstance may lose them their employment:—a condition which may turn 
the best man into a tramp, a good-for-nothing or a vagabond; ^ his wife and 
daughters into prostitutes; and his sons into thieves and robbera 

And strange to say, while out laws safeguard property—protect a pair of 
shoes, a sack of flour or an old coat—while these laws have consideration for 
the-millionaire, nay, even for the murderer, the honest poor man, the working¬ 
man come to want through no fault of his own, or the farmer ruined by bad 
crops or floods, under the law has no protection! 

He must beg from “charity” or STARVE. 

If he wishes to enjoy the ‘protection of the law," he must commit a crime; 
he must steal, rob or at the least become a drunkard. Then the law grants him 
protection—in prison—in the “house of correction.” 

Truly, such a system is hell I Yet this is not aU. 

The simple fact of being a poor wage-worker’s child, condemns that child 
to the same fate, unless he is rescued by a “special providence," by a lemsrk- 
able stroke of luck. But as a rule, the child of the irorkingman today is fors- 
doomed also to bpar ths yoke of his parents. However talented this, child may 
be, bis parents a^ in no condition to give him the necessary care, education 
and culture. Even in childhood he most contribute to the support of the family 
with bis labor. He is sentenced to the same slavery as his parents, his 
brothers and sistera He must work with them or with them go hungry. The 
sufferings of the working people begin even in babyhood—yes, they actuslly be¬ 
gin in the mother’s womb. The cruel Calvinistic dogma of “the predestination 
of certain persons to damnation” has become for the working class a literal truth. 

And now let ns look at the life of the rich. It is either full of feverish 
haste and insatiible greed, or full of disappointment and disgust. T.He rich man 
has exhausted life, that is his misery; he has nothing more to desire, that is 
his want. The loss of the power of enjoyment which follows superfluity la the 
poverty of the rich, and indeed it is a hopeless povertyl We find many among 
the rich who regard life as bitter fruit, and some who throw it away like a 
squeered orange. Moral perdition, disease of body and soul, are more general 
among the wealthy than among the proletarians; in spite, or rather on ac¬ 
count, of the superabundance of the means of enjoyment which are at the com¬ 
mand of the rich.. What a serious lesson is given to selfishness and pride in 
the fact that the great inequality of the two classes in the means of enjoy¬ 
ment finally leads to equality of unhappiness in both! 

In our civlllted society there can be neither partial pi-ogress, nor partial 
retrogression. The entire people must rise or the entire people must sink. A 
nation in which one class of people is oppressed is like a man with a diseased 
leg; the sound i* hindered by the sick one from performing its function. 
However paradoxical it may sound, it is nevertheless true, that the oppreaaer 
has as much to gain from the abolition of oppression as the oppressed, and 
that by the maintenance of oppression both lose equally. 

Is proof of this wanted! 

The capitalist class established its power on unrestrained competition. But 
just through this unchecked competition we now see competition itself coming 
to an end and the middle class going to ruin. Jones has five hundred thousand 
dollara Smith has only one hundred thousand. As a conseqnuence of the laws 
of modem industry, and with the aid of cheaper production, Jones can cmah 
Smith within a esrtain time. But afterwards a Rockefeller, Morgan or Car¬ 
negie can attack Jones with the same weapons snd min him in like manner. 
Can Jones be so unreasonable as to complain? He is simply getting a dose of his 
own medicine. Under our competitive system, a system of daily strife ths 
smsil industries have been devoured by those of medium sise. But this was 
only a Pyrrhus victory—a temporao' gain—for a stUI larger industry is bring¬ 
ing these middle-sired industries to a sad state indeed. Moreover, competition 
has come to an end in the trasta, which are forced to seek their customers at 
the end of the world, in China and Central Africa, and are able to do so. All 
these trasts have their mission. They take over and concentrate the business 
of separate, individual industrial and mercantile companies and produce and sell 
on a modem gigantic scale. I admit that many of the trusts owe their ex¬ 
istence to speculation alone, and not to natural industrial development; these 
will go down, but the others will msinUln their existence, until this emnomlc 
system itself will cocie to an eid. 

Little by little the men are coming to understand at last that these 
monntais of gold and silver coin, that these papers, “gilt edged” and not gilt 
edged, which transfer to their owners the power over the means of production 


Above all things, don't try to be n 
sunshine Socialist. Get into the 
stress of the storm, so you can feel 
that deliverance is coming the faster 
by reason of voiir help. 


Xow that Schwab has flatted out 
as a bright example of the common 
workingman who rises to the highest 
position among capitalists, the cap¬ 
italist papers, religious and other¬ 
wise, will have to look for other 
hypocritical illustrations of th{ 
great chance labor has of rising. 


Father Hagerty, has written the 
editor of the Miners* Magazine an 
open letter in tho ednrse of which 
we find this timely observation: 
“The day has gone by in .\mericn 
when any preachfff tfr prelate can 
enforce the lies of paiiitalism by the 
authority of pulpit or episcopal im¬ 
primatur. When, they enter the 
lists against the worieing class they 
must expect to habe the searchlight 
of Socialism turned upon them, 
and if it reveals thenaands of dollars 
amassed from the hard earned wages 
of the toilers, blo^ of real estate, 
rent houses, shares in . railroads, 
mines and other profit-making in¬ 
dustries, fine dothesj luxurious 
dwellings, well stacked larders and 
expensive tours of the continent in 
painful contrast to,the joy-less lives!

**To make tbe title of bero of any 
value," said Mr. bralnurd, "It must be 
bestow*ed by some large part of tbe 
American public, and for tbe purposes 
of my discussion I will divide the pub¬ 
lic Into two large classea and eudeavor 
to sbuw that In the eyes of neither Is 
{the scab cuuHldered n boro. 

"From the standpoint of the laboring 
man," tbe speaker continued, 'scab' is 
a term of deepest reproach. It Is froifi 
this class that the tenn 'scab.' as ap¬ 
plied to a man wlio remains ut work 
when bis follows are striking, comes, 
and It U from tbe same class that the 
'scab' blnmelf comes. 

••They know tlie ‘scab* through and 


through, and though they realise bis 
motive, and while no class Is more ea¬ 
ger or m«*re generous In Its recognition 
of brrolum. never have they culled him 
a hero. 

"I*et ua now take the class composed 
of educntoci, thinking pi'ople. 

"From tbRatandpdlnt of motive tbe 
scab may he dlrldetl. Into three classes 
—the strike breakers, so called; those 
who remain nt work either from devo* 
tlon to their employer or from necessi¬ 
ty, and those who remain at work from 
mercenary motives. 

"The first class arc tbe tools of tbe 
cnpitulists. who have been called many 
things, but no one has yet been bold 
enough to ap-.'ly. to them tbe title of 
heroes. 

"Tbe number of those who remain 
at work from devotion to their employ¬ 
er ts pitifully small. Those who remain 
at work from the necessity of suDuort- 


log tbelr families is also small, and the 
great majority of those who remain at 
work are those who are Impelled by 
mercenary motives, men who are reck¬ 
less of consequence# and for whom the 
term scab seems a much more appro¬ 
priate epithet than hero." 

In concluding Mr. Rralnard said: 

"In order to Justify their admiration 
for him the friends of the scab have 
discovered that he Is npholding the 
right of the citizen to work when he 
pleases, for whom he pleases and on 
what terms he pleases. But what Is 
this fight? It la a legal right, but cer¬ 
tainty It Is not a morn! right. Will pub¬ 
lic opinion uphold a man who, while 
acting strictly within his legal rights, 
does an act which Is sure to result In 
lasting harm to his fellow men? Are 
such men to lie ronked with Washing¬ 
ton and Nathan Hale?

“What, then, would be tbe situa¬ 
tion? The investor would control 
by his investments: 

"First, all the leading banks in 
tlie country, and, in fact, the entirt- 
bankiiig situation. Xo conservative 
banker would be likely to oppoet- 
plans backed by interests so gi- 
gantie. If anyone dared to do so 
he could quick1y"hc bought out and 
rembved from, a sjihere wl- re lie 
might be in any way disagn-eahle. 

"Two hundred millions, also 
plarcd strategically, would control 
every railway in the United States 
If a man premimed to ‘kick,’ his 
position could be made untenable 
by means of other influences at 
command. • ,n 

I “Two huudred'alHl fifty millions, 
invested in the United .States’ steel, 
copper, and. kindred interests, would 
give control of the great industries. 

“Then comes the question of the 
press for controlling public opinion 
One hundred millions would buy 
the controlling interest in the lead¬ 
ing papers of every city on this 
continent, with shinething to spare 
for Ixvndon, Paris and Berlin. 

Five millions would control the 
eominereial ageneie*. Twenty mil¬ 
lions, again ‘strategically placed,’ 
would give such influence among 
ehiirrh orators and dispensers , of 
charities as to create a decidejlly 
friendly sentiment. Five millions 
more as retaining fees to orators and 
leading lawyers would not be with- 


j Mr. Morgan and ilr. Rockefeller 
each control more than $1,000,000,- 
[oOO. If Mr. Morgan chose to nse 
I his $1,000,000,000 for dominating 
the country, this is what could be 
done. 

"The preliminary and most dif- 
|ficult step would be the conversion 
[of his reeourcea. When tliis would 
be completed he would have in¬ 
vested: 

“First. In the controlling banks 
of tho country two hundred mil¬ 
lions. 

“Second. In Uk- controlling rail¬ 
ways of the United States, two 
hundred millions. 

“Third. In mines and most im¬ 
portant manufacturing operations, 
two hundred and seventy millions. 

“Fourth. For control of the lead¬ 
ing newspapi-rs of the United 
States, one hundred millions. 

“Fifth. For control of the com¬ 
mercial agencies, five millions. 

“Sixth. For control of stategic 
dtaritics and churrhc.s, twenty mil¬ 
lions. 

•'flcvrnth. For retaining foes for 
leading lawyers an<I orators, five 
millions. 

“Eijdit. Deposited in safty vaults 
in gold and legal tenders, two hun¬ 
dred millions. 

“We will suppose all of this 
money to be plarcd with an eye to 
the strategical advantage which ia 
so well understood today bv men in 


nut its efiicieney. But, ns a matter 
of fart, this would si-arcelv he neo<I- 
c<l. The abloit minds of the law 
would already hkve been attached 
to this interest, because of their 
legal eounections with the banks, 
the transportation companies, the 
manufacturing and mining in¬ 
terests. 

“.-HI the bright men in the news¬ 
paper world would eitlicr be en- 
gagi-d, or anticipate engagements, 
upon their press. In fact, there 
would he practically no journalistic 
career outside, except to the man 
willing to sacrifice his material 
prosperity to advocacy of a eause. 

“But all tlio powers already 
enumerated are feeble in compari¬ 
son with the two hundred millions 
of gold and legal tenders-hold in 
re.serve. PIneerl today in eirciila- 
tion. next week withdrawn, again 
eireiilated and again withdrawn, the 
control of such a sum is a power 
siiflirientlv vast to make or wreck 
any institution or set of institutions 
Tli(-re have been times when the 
sudden withdrawal of even fiftv 
inillions fnim Wall Street at a time 
of monetary stringency would have 
lieen sufficient to have spread the 
widi-st ruin.

In Chieagn not long ago a little 
school girl took her own life because 
she was stung to the qnick at the 
gibea of her matea over her homeli¬ 
ness. She left a pathetic little letter, which was published in the pa¬ 
pers, -the editors of which used the incident to do a Httle sermonizing 
in the usual foolish, insipid, capitalistic way. us do a little, in a 
socialistic way, just to show the difference. 

THAT LITTLE SUICIDE WAS HOMELY BECAUSE OF 
THE CAPITALISTIC SYSTEM—never mind now about that in¬ 
credulous sneer or loud guffaw, we mean what we say and will aub- 
mit our proofs. 

To begin with, it hardly needs to be aaid that the human face is 
an index to the nature and the physical condition of the human body. 
The good natured man carries the index to his good nature in the 
linhair.enta of his face and we are attracted to him on sight. On the 
other hand, the man racked and rendered ill-tempered by poor health, 
also carries the tell-tale informaticn of his condition in his' features. 
The dyspeptic, the morbid, the sensual types come to be easily picked 
out as wc meet with them through life. The fuce of the vicious man 
warns us against him. The face of tlie crafty man the same. The 
criminal face is easily spotted by the trained man-taker and many ar- 
resla are made on suspicion by the police, because of tliis fact. 

Take a walk down a city street at early morning when the pro¬ 
cession of workers, clcrkers and shirkers are .going to their dkily 
working or shirking places, and see how easily you can pick out the 
factory woricers from the office woikers, the prosperous from the non- 
prosperous, merely by a scrutiny of their faces. If there are excep¬ 
tions, they merely go to prove the rule. 

Tl'c over-driven and over-worked stage horses in New York that 
use-d to excite tlie pity of the largt hearted and the gibes of the un 
feeling, were unsightly and homely bccauuso they were overstrained. 
,Tust so the overworked factory slave. His whole figure, as well asjiis 
face, 'oetrays his servitude. Can he hand down to his immediate 
ilcseendents as pood health as he should or as perfectlv formed bodies? 
Is the little boy who trudges alpng the tow-paths of the canals in 
Holland faking the place of a horse in dragging a canal boat through 
the sluggish waters, growing up in deformity by reason of the great 
hawser that passes over his shoulder and constricts his chest, can such 
a child grow up to perfect physical manhood and beget healthy and 
well-formed children? Can the Pennsylvania coal miner, can the 
swest-shnp operative, can the dwellers in basements, can the over¬ 
worked farmer, dried up and exhausted at fiftv, can anv of these vietims 
of capitalism bring healthy and good looking' children into the world ? 

For irhat is true beauty but physical perfection and symmetrical 
features through which shines a sunny nature? 

It is easy to see how the nature of a person changes the face. 
Take the crafty man. His crafty thoughts affect the muscles of the 
face. He will come to have a craftv expression, and that crafty ex- 
l)res<ion will grow to be permanent. So with the vicioas nature. 

And the influence of surroundings cuts a mighty big figure. 
Take a look at the darlings of the rich, snd then compare them with 
the children of the poor playing fa dirty streets. There is as much 
difference between them as there is between the proud-stepping, glossy 
millionaire’s coach horse and the forlorn nag that draws a dray. 

It is a proper claim to make that if the rich class were ranged 
in one line, and the working class in another line, the number of 
beautiful, comely faces in the first line would far outnumber those 
in the second line. This is because, barring their misbehavior, the 
rich are able to live more nearly normal lives tlian the workers. There 
ii no abiding anxiety in their faces, their creature wants are abundantly 
tiipplied, and they manage to get, in -various wavs, enough exercise to 
kiiep them in fair physical condition. They are 'able to possess culture 
and the resulting refinement is mirrored in their countenances On 
the other hand, the working class works harder and longer each day 
than the human race was ever intended to work or that is good for the 
phvsical well-being, especially os most of that work is one-sided work 
and ovcr-exercises some muscles and under-exercises others. The work¬ 
ing el^ lives on poor food, lives amidst conditions that are often un- 
henithfni, and is shut nut from social refin-ments and refininc in- 
fliieneiw. -Misshapen wdtli toils, victims of disease, and denied the

It was provM by the testimony of 
Murphy’s own witnesses that the money 
was obtained by a regular committee of 
the union and placed in his hands as 
treasurer, and that be gave it to mem- 
l>crs of the hla<'kitifti]ing committee and 
■to tbe trustees of the union for their 
I personal use whenever they demanded it. 

! .Although more than sixty men appear 
I to have ehared the loot, there must have 
■ been a larger number <»f members of the 
union ignorant of the graft and mere 
dupes of the leaders. 

As might have been expected. D. M. 
Parry, president of the National .As* 
noclation of Manufacturers, makes the 
ease of the grafting walking delegates 
in New York a pretext for an intemper¬ 
ate attack ii|»on all organizations. With 
his usual reckless violence of speech and 
disregard for facts, I^srry says: 

l^abor unions are the only organiza¬ 
tions on earth that seem to prefer to be 
led by rriminals, brigands and social 
outcasts. 

It mlgiit be inferreil from that vicious 
sentence that Mr. Parry had never heard 
of such Organization^- as the Pennsyl¬ 
vania |>olitieal machine., the Dcmncrnlic 
party m Missouri. Tnmmany Hall, and 
the syndicates which work financial 
bunco gamea to rob ♦•onfiding persons of 
their savings. Tlie stonecutter^’ com¬ 
mittee of bUckmailers doubtless leaimetl 
the hold-up trick from political grafters 
and they divided their bwt after the 
fashion set by eminently respectable 
trust promoters.
